This communication is filed in response to the Notice of Allowance mailed 
December 12, 2006, and sets forth Applicant's comments, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1. 104(e), on 
the Examiner's Statement of Allowable Subject Matter accompanying the Notice of Allowance 
dated May 18, 2005, and October 1, 2004. 

In the Notice of Allowance dated May 18, 2005, the Examiner indicates: 

[the prior art does not disclose or make obvious a method of forming a 
semiconductor card wherein a strip including substrate is connected to a frame 
and is placed in a molding assembly such that the substrate is forcibly moved to a 
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level different than the frame, molding a plastic body wherein the body includes 
wings extending outward from the package including all the limitations of the 
independent claim.] 

In the Notice of Allowance dated October 1, 2004, the Examiner indicates: 

[the prior art does not disclose or make obvious moving the substrate a distance of 
about 02-3 times the substrate thickness or the removal of the molding assembly 
by inserting pins into a downset throughholes including all the limitations of the 
independent claim.] 

Applicant concurs with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary, which is exemplary and not limiting. However, the independent claims as allowed 
include other and different language than that specified by the Examiner, and the allowed 
dependent claims include other and further features and elements. Accordingly, the scope of the 
claims must be determined from the literal language of each as a whole, as well as equivalents
